Circumſtances, ſubjett to a thouſand Avo- 
cations and Diverſions; and who, at the * 
Arrival of your Letter, thought of nothing ' 
leſs in ail the World, than of being enge- | 
ged in this manner againſt Anabapriſm ; and 
with a Perſon, a great part of whoſe time 
hath been imployed in Thoughts and Study | 
about it. . : 
' And'yet, under Difadvantages ſo great | 
Said ſo great Advantages, believing my / 
ſelf in the right ; in that Confidence, 1 have} 
made a Reſolution tolet you know my Ser: / 
timents; and the rather, becauſe-I rake | 
you 
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you (and I wiſh, I may not be miſtaken 
init) to be ſo unfeign'd a Lover of Truth, 
and ſo Candid a one, that you will make 
Allowance for any Byaſs in your Mind, in 
favour of your Opinion, which a long Pre- 
ſcription may give it; and that you will not 
Refuſe any Light that may be offered, if 
you have no other Reaſons for doing So, 
than either that / is New unto you, or that 
you have not {truck 7t your ſelf. 

As for my Sentiments on this Subjet, that 
you may conceive Them with the greater 
Clearneſs, as alſo for Order fake, I will 
reduce them unto Two Heads, Firſt, I will 
let you ſee the Miſtakes under which you 
are, as to your Apprehenſions of the Grounds 
of my» Arguments for Infants Baptiſm, as 
deduced from the Covenant of Abraham. 
And Then, I will diſplay the Argument it 
ſelf in all its Evidence and Force, as it is 
bottomed on that Baſis : And this, without 
concerning of my ſelf in Ocher Arguments 
inſiſted on by others, and alſo touched and 
refleted on by you. 

The Miſtakes you are vnder in your Ap- 
prehenſions of the Grounds of my Argu- 
ment, are Two, and very great ones : The 
Firſt, That you conceive me to raiſe my 
Superſtrufture of Infants Baptiſm on this 
Foundation, [That the believing Gentiles, 
B 2 and 
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and their Poſterity, are in All reſpefts to be 
bleſſed, as believing Abraham was; ] which, 
ſay you, is Abſurd. 

And well you may (ſay ſo; ) for indeed, 
Abraham had peculiar Bleſſings appropria- 
ted to his Perſon; as to be the Father of all 
the Faithful, and particularly, of believing 
Gentiles, (the Father of many Nations; ) 
and therefore, inſtead of Abram, he was 
called Abraham. But though AU the Bleſ- 
ſings believing Abraham had, did not_de- 
ſcend on his Spiritual Children, or his Seed, 
the believing Gentiles; yet, if Any Bleſ- 
ſing of believing Abraham*s did deſcend; 
as 7hat of the Promiſe did, it mnſt be un- 
deritood, (tt) the Obligations and Duties 
ariſing from tie Nature of the Bleſſing, 
(which did deſcend) or that are annexed 
to it, (if there be any Such) muſt deſcend 
too : And 6, that the Secd, in that reſpect 
in which it is equally bleſſed with belie- 


ving Abraham, muſt be equally obliged. | 


with him, to all the Duties and Incumben- 
cies, that are the Conſequents and Reſults 
of that Blcfling. 


Your Second M:ſtake is, That you appre- | 


hend me to conceive, [© That every Child 


o of a bclicving Parent, by vertue of his: | 


c Birth, Priviledge, and as he is a Natural 
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. 
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*© Deſcendant of ſuch a Father or Mother, | 
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«1s a true Child of Abraham, or a Belie- 
« yer, (for that | mean) or, in your own 
« words, That the Natural Poſterity of Be- 
« lieving Gentiles, barely as ſuch, are all 
<« of them the Spiritual Seed of Abraham, 
© (or Believers) and conſequently ſuch as 
'© are entitled (on the Account of being his 
« Spiritual Seed, or Believers) wnto Abra- 
© hain's Covenant and Bleſſing.) And in 
Oppoſition unto This, you much enlarge 
ſhewing the many great Abſurdities, and 
i1l Conſequences of it, even to Fifteen : Ar- 
guments, which truly as to any other who 
hath Senſe I think, and I am ſure as to my 
ſelf, are all needleſs, and might all have been 
ſpared. 

Certainly, I demand not half ſo much to 
enforce the Argument I uſed ; I think not 
cvery Child of a Believer to be a Believer 
himſelf in any Senſe 5 much leſs, that Saving 
Grace is as Oriomnal as Sin, or that it comes 
by Traduttion, All I poſtulate to build 
my Argument, is, That the (true) believing 
Gentile doth not forfeit, by believing, his 
natural Right to his Child ; but that the 
(Children of Truc Believers now, under the 
Goſpel, arc as much theirs, and in the ſame 
Risnt, as the Natural Children of Abraham 
were his. This is all the Queſtion that I 
beg, and this ſare you will not deny me. 
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Only, by the way, I pray you to make 
no more of my Conceſſion, than I intend it 
for ; for when ſome Pious and' very Learn- 
ed Men have argued for Infants Baptiſm, 
from the Children of Believers their being A- 
braham's Spiritual Seed, they mean not, [ 
ſuppoſe, by calling them Abraham's Spiri- 
tual Seed, as 1 do, and as you do; that they 
are Aftual Believers, and conſequently Chil- 
dren of the Faith of Abraham ; but only, 
that they are Perſons of a Religious Conſide- 
ration, and (in ſome ſenſe) Holy, and rela- 
ted to God. And meaning but Ss; though 
1] acknowledge Children not to be Abra- 
hams Seed in the Senſe 1 mentioned, as A- 
braham's Seed is taken for Adual Believers, 
and you have proved by Fifteen Arguments | 
that they are not, nor can be Abraham's | 
Seed in this Senſe; my Conceſſion gives | 
you no advantage, not do your Arguments 
ſignifie any thing againſt Them; who, uſing 
the Expreſſion in Another Senſe, are no- | 
thing concerned ; for if They take Spiritual 
Secd in Qne Senſe, and You in your Argu- 
ments take it in Another, you do not really 
oppoſe them, though you may think you # 
do; nor are your Arguments pertinent ; and 
the Diſpute between you, as to that, is in- | 
deed but Strife about Words. 


T hus | 
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Thus I have, -with all the Clearneſs and 
Fairneſs imaginable, let you ſee your Two 
Miſtakes about the Argument I urged ; and 
therefore, ſeeing you do not apprehend a- 
right the Grounds on which I go (1n it,) 
I am only obliged to you for your chari- 
table Endeavours towards my SatisfaCtion z 
but not (in the leaft) for any Effet of thoſe 
Endeavours. 

It now remaineth, that I perform what 
- I promiſed in the Second Place ; which is, 
Ts lay out the Argument for Pedobaptiſm, 
as it is founded on the Gvenane, or Ble(- 
ſing of Abraham, in all its Force and Eyi- 
dence ; which, to do.to ſome purpoſe, I 
will demonſtrate. 


Firſt, That the Covenant of Abraham, 
which is called the Bleſſing of Abraham, or 
the Promiſe of the Spirit, is ſtill in being ;, and 
is that Covenant of Grace the true. believing 
Gentiles are under. 

Secondly, That in reſpett of that Covenant 
0” Promiſe, which is called the Bleſſing of A- 
braham, and the Promiſe of the Spirit. or 
the Spiritnal Promiſe, all the Seed that batb 
the Benefit of it, are wnder equal Obligations 
to the Duty and Incumbence ariſing from ity 
with Abraham himſelf. 

Thirdly, 1 will ſhew, That the Duty and 
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PRA to which Abraham was obliged, 
griſmg from the Covenant, ar Bleſſint given 
to. him, was, by way of Reſtipulation, to dedi- 
cate and give himſelf\, "and all his ta God; 
and,. in token of that Dedication of bimſelf, 
and of all that was his, to wear himſelf the 
Signe of the C ovenanit, and pit it 4s a Cog- 
nizance, and Badge, "and Markof God up- 
en all his that was capable of it. 
| Fourthly, I will alſo ſhew, That from A- 

braham?s Dedication of himſelf,” and of all 
bis to God, there ariſes a Diſtinftion of Ho- 
lineſs into Internal and External, Abſolute 
and Relative ;, and that this Diſtintion (of 
Holineſs) 1s Evangelical. 

And having evidenced theſe Four things, 

I will then proceed, in ſhort, to form my 


Argument, 


In order to the evidencing of the Firſt 
Particular, which is, That the Covenant 0 
Promiſe. made ta Abraham, which is called 
* the iſ ng of Abraham, and the Promiſe 
of the Spirit, or the Spiritual, and Evanceli- 
cal Promiſe, (that this) is full in being, and 
zs the Covenant of Grace , into a Participa- 
tion of which, the (true) believing Gen- 
ales are taken: 1 only Premiſe, That That 
1s the Covenant of Grace the believing G en- 
tiles are under, Which i is tae true Ground | 


and 
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and Foundation of all their Hopes, and of 
all their Comforts ; and Which, by having 
a Title to it, and Interett in it, doth give 
them a Title to, and Intereſt in the Coele- 
ſtial Inheritance, the Heavenly Country, the 
Everlaſtins Manſions in the Father's Houſe ; 
and, in 4 "word, to Salvation. And This 
the mentioned Covenant, the Blefing of 4+ 
braham, and the Promiſe of the Spirit is, 
and doth: Thzis is the truce Ground and 
Foundation of all the Hopes of Genti/e-Bes, 
| lievers, and of all their Comforts; and a 
Title in Thzs, is the only Title they have 
to the Heavenly Blefſedneſs and Salvation, 
or (as the Apoſtle is pleaſed to ſtile it) to 
the Inheritance. For thus in the Third of 
Galatians, the Apoitle carries it; when 
Perſe the 16th, he aftirms, That to Abra- 
ham, and to bis Seed, were the Promiſes 
made ,, and Verſe the 18th adds, That if 
the Inheritance be of the Law, it is no more 
of the Promiſe ; but God gave it (namely 
the Inheritance) to Abraham by Promiſe : 
And by What Promiſe,” bat that ratified 
Covenant of Promiſe, I will be a God to 
thee, and to thy Seed ? As appears by com- 
paring it with Yerſe the 16th. But he af- 
Prteth This more clearly afterwards, in 
Verſe tne zoth; where he ſheweth, born 
tat the only Tele to the [nneritance is Hezr- 
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ſip, according to the Promiſe; and that 
the only way of Becoming Heirs according 
to the Promiſe, and fo of being intereſted 
in it, and entitled to it, is by becoming the 
Seed of Abraham to become the Children 
of God; and the only way of Becoming the 
Seed of Abraham (for the 'Gemtiles,) is by 
Parting on of Chri#t through believing : 
For, faith he, :f you be Chriſi*s, or the Mem- 
bers of Chriſt, what then? Then you are 
Abrabam'”s Seed ;, and what if Abrabam's 
Seed ? what then ? Then you are Heirs ac- 
cording to the Promiſe. In ſhort, this is the 
Chlymax ;, if Believers, then Chriſt®s; if 
Chriff*s, then Abraham's Seed; if Abra* 
hems Seed, then Heirs according to the 
Promiſe : for the Promiſe is, 1 will be a God 
to Thee, and thy Seed, and I will give to Thee, 
and thy Seed, &c. 

Nor doth it make any Alteration in the 
Cafe, that Faith is now the requiſite Con- 
dition of Salvationy or that we muſt be- 
lieve to be faved : Th:s but evidences the 
more clearly, that the Goſpel is but a Re- 
novation of the Covenant of Abraham ; for 
4s it is through Faith, that we Gentiles do 
become Chriit*'s, and by being Chriſt's, 
that we become the Seed of Abraham, ard 
conſequently Heirs of Salvation according 


to the Promiſe ; So it was through Faith, 
the 
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the Righteouſneſs of Faith, that Abraham 
(the Father of the Faithful) had the Pro- 
miſe himſelf : For ſo the Apoſtle, Rom. 4. 
13. for the Promiſe, That he ſhould be the 
Heir of the World, was not to Abraham, or 
to his Seed through the Law, but through the 
Righteouſneſs of Faith, Abraham believed 
God, and We Chriſt ; it was through Faith, 
that Abraham had the Promiſe; and 
through Faith alſo, that we the believing 
Gentiles have it ;' as being Children not of 
Abraham's Body, but of Abraham's Faith, 
Rom. 4. 12, 13, 16. 

And if the Promiſe made to Abraham, be 
the Ground and Foundation of all our Hopes, 
and all our Exped@ations, as we are Chri- 
ſtians, and it be the Trze Covenant of Grace ; 
to be ſure, it is ſtill ;» being, or we do 
but beat the Air, and are ar a loſs; our 
Hops? is in vain, and our Rejoycing in vain 
which God forbid : And in being it is; for 
the Law that came four hundred and thirt 
Years after, did not, could not Diſanul 
the Promiſe that went before ; and if the 
Law did not, if the Law could not, nothing 
elſe did, nothing elſe can difanul it : This 
the Apoſtle evidences, Gal. 3. 14, 15, 16, 

17,18. And ſurely,the Promiſe to Abraham, 
I will be a God to thee,and to thy Seed &C. is 
a Covenant; a ratified Covenant,and confirm- 


ed 
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ed by two immutable things, by Word and 
Oath, 1» which it 1 impoſſible for God to 
Lie; and therefore, cannot be diſanulled ; 
and if it be not diſanulled, it is ſtill.in being. 

Here I thought to have diſmiſſed the 
Firſt Particular, and ſo (to) proceed to the 
Second : But it ſtrikes into my Mind, that 
you may think 1 have not clearly enough 
expreſſed what I mean by the Covenant, the 
Bleſſing and the Promiſe of Abraham, 
which did deſcend on the Gemtzles ; which 
if ſo, wou!d be Matter of a freſh Diſpute : 
And therefore, though I think the Scrip- 
zures I have infifted on already, do ſufhici- 
ently inſtru us in what the Promiſe is ; 
yet, to leave no room for any further Mj- 
takes, I ſhall be more expreſs in it. 

By the Promiſe, the Bleſſing, the Cove- 
nant of Abraham, (for under all theſe three 
Terrns it is repreſented by the Apoſtle) [ 
mean that Covenant of Promiſe made to 
Abraham, Gen. 17. 7,8. conliſting of Two 
Parts; a more Spiritual Part, in the 7th, [ 
will be a God to thee, and thy Seed; and a 
more Temporal one in the 8th, And I will. 
give, &c. And | take in Both, becauſe | 
' find the Apoſtle ſaying, That ro Abraham, , 
and to his Seed, were the Promiſes mage : the | 
Promiſes; not a Promiſe, (which had left | 
it doubtful ; ) but the Promiſes, as ſpcaking 
n0T 
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not of the One only, I will be a God to thee, 
and thy Seed, which is the Spiritual Part 
but of the Other alſo, which is the Tem- 
poral, I will give to thee, and thy Seed, &c. 
Thus the Covenant of Promiſe involveth 
and includeth in it Two Promiſes; the One 
of which indeed is Przxcrpal, the Other but 
Additional ;, but Both are in the Covenant, 
in the Bleſſing, and conſequently Both are 
ratified and eſtabliſhed : The Promiſes were 
made to Abraham, and to his Seed; the 
Covenant in both reſpects deſcends. 

I know you take it for a very ſtrong Ar- 
gument, That the Covenant of Abrahamn, 
Gen. 17. 7, S. cannot be the Evangelical 
and Goſpel-Covenant ; becauſe it is a Mext 
one, and compoſed of a Temporal (as well 7 
as of an Eternal) Bequeſt: But for that 
Reaſon, I the Rather take it to be Evange- 
lical ; For this is Goſpel, that Godlineſs 17 


profitable unto all things;, that is, in all re- 
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ſpedts, in reſpett of this World, and im re- 
ſpect of the Other : And why ſo ? Why, 
it hath the Promiſe ; Having (the) Pronnſe 7 
of the Life that now «, as well as of that 
to come: And what is this but a Finger, 
to point you to the Covenant of Promiſe; 
as the Evangelical Covenant, the Promife, 
the Bleſſing that did deſcend on the Gen- 
tiles? 1 Tim, 4.5. 

And 
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.-. And indeed, the Inheritance promiſed to 
1 Abraham, and which'inz by, and under 
him, is deſcended on the Gemtiles, is not 
only a Celeſtial, but a Terreftrial one al- 
ſo: For by that Promiſe, Abraham was 
pot only the Heir of Heaven, but alſo Heir 
of the World; and fo the Apoſtle tiles him : 
7 And the ſame Apoltle tells Us, All is Ours; 
and Abraham being conſtituted by the Pro- 
miſe, Heir of the World, He and his De- 
ſcendants, according to the Meſh, were to 
take Poſſeſſion of it, and to have Livery 
of Seiſin given in Canaan; a Livery of Sei- 
7 ſin, which was given indeed, and taken but 
in Part of the World, (as Livery of Sei- 
ſin uſually is) but in the Name of the 
Whole. 

It is true, Canaan only was promiſed in 
, the Letter, and was Inherited only by the 
Carnal Seed and Deſcendants of Abraham : 
But then it muſt be conſ1dered, that in the 
Covenant there is more implyed, than is 
expreſſed inthe Letter ; and that as in the 
- Letter it ſpeaketh of the Seed which is Na- 
4 tural, namely Iſaac; yet, in the Myſtery, 
it meaneth Chr:ſ?, and that Principally : So, 
though in the Letter it ſpeaketh but of C4- 
. aan, as given for a Policfhon, and enjoy- | 
cd ſo by the Carnal Seed; yet in the My- } 
! ftery, it means the whole World, of which 
Canaan 
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Canaan was a Part: in which indeed he , 
took Poſſeſſion, or had Livery and Seifm 
given him; but, as I ſaid, in the Name 
of the Whole. Abraham was Heir of the 
Wotld ; and fo are all Believers, as Abre- ' 


am's Seed; for AT is Ours: Buthow? 
For We are Chriſi*s, and Chriſt is God's: 
And it is, I will be a God to Thee, and @ 
thy Seed ; which Seed is Chriſt, This is 
the Believer's Title, and this his Deed ; his 
Charter, by which he holds All. | 

And having evidenc'd the Firft Particu« 
far, That the Covenant made with Abre 
bam, or the Bleſſing of Abraham, the Pro- 
miſe of the Spirit is till in force, and is 
that Covenant of Grace by which belie+ 
ving Gentiles, the true Seed, now both have 
and hold their Title to Heaven, and to 
Earth too. It will not, I ſuppoſe, require 
either much Time, or much Argument, to 
ſecure the Second ; which is, That the trus 
Spiritual Seed of Abraham, the believing 
Gentiles, who have the Benefit and Advan- 
tage of that Spiritual Promiſe and*Bleſſug, 
and to whom it is made as well as to Abra-. 
ham, are under equal Oblioation to the Dus 
cy and Incunmbneie ariſing from it, Or ANnnex- 
ed to it, with Abratam himſelf. For it is 
a common Notion, a Sentiment approved 
by the Light of Nature, That he that reaps 
cth 
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eth any Profit and Advantage by a Grart) 
ought to bear the Burthen, and anſwer the 
Duty and Incumbence that acconipanies 7. 
| Andindeed, to hope for Salvation, and 0- 
ther Benefits convey'd in the Covenant and 
Charter of Abraham, without ſubmitting 
to the Duties and Obligations that do ariſe 
+ there-from, or are annexed thereto; were 
for a Perſon to claim an Inheritance by a 
Deed of Conveyance, without holding 
himſelf obliged to the Covenants and Pro- 
viſions with which 7 is granted Theres.
